While waiting, the young 
man thought of his locket and pulled 
it out from under his clothing and 
gave it to the Indians. lt looked so 
queer, that the young Indians became 
excited about it and carried it to the 
old chief. At once the old chief 
recognized some kind of a mark that 
told him of William Penn who was 
always a friend to the Indians. He 
remembered the covenant that his 
tribe had made with William Penn 
years before. He gave orders at 
once to release the boys, and they 
made a feast for the boys and sent 
them home to their father. 


I do not know that any deliverance 
like this will ever come to members 
of the Church of God, but I do know 
that God has His eye on His beautiful 
Church, and He will always look 
after His loyal subjects. And I do 
know that we are favored now al- 
ready by those in authority above 
what we ever hoped to be. And why 
not expect God to give us favor with 
the people like they had at Pentecost 
when it is said of the members of 
the Church, they were “praising Sod, 
and having favor with all the peo- 
ple?” 


Furthermore, there are so many 


people that call themselves “Church | 


of God” that have fallen inte rank 
fanaticism and false teaching, that 
would bring disgrace upon us if we 
had no way of proving they were not 
eur people. During the world war 
we narrowly escaped a shut down 
because it was made clear to the 





authorities that certain men that had! of service. 


satisfied to run in old ruts. ‘They 
want life in the Sunday school. They 
want life in the meetings. They 
want the power of God to be demon- 
strated. They love to feel the glory 
of the Pentecostal power. 


We need the young people and can- 
rot get along without them. This ap- 
plies to the young people who are 
married as well as those who are not 
married. We want their lives to be 
happy. We do not want them to be- 
come gloomy. We do not want them 
to become discouraged and grow cold 
and leave the Church. We want them 
to feel that the Church of God is the 
best place in the world for them. 
In order for them to feel this way it 
is necessary for the older people to 
love them and encourage them and 
never do or say anything that will 
have a tendency to drive them away. 

A certain church ot which I am 
acquainted lost almost all their young 
people, and as a result the church 
is almost extinct to-day. it is only 
a matter of time until it will be a 
thing of the past, .They were on the 
extreme in plainness of dress. The 
young people were given no chance 
for social relations. They were not 
allowed to sing, have any musical in- 
struments, nor mingle with young 
people of other churches nor young 
people outside of any church. The 
old people held them down and tried 
to make old people out of them while 
they were yet young. And if they 
did not seem disposed to submit to 
the demands of the older members 
in this respect they were excluded. 


I am pleased to know that the older 
members of the Church of God are 
not like those I have just described. 
But I have been afraid some of our 
young people have been hurt and 
driven away by some who have held 
extreme views concerning the ac- 
tions and behavior of the young. I 
have heard of some who once had a 
good experience, and a few times 
sit back with their friends in time 
On account of this they

Besides this, it is a means of tying 
us together.

bere in the office. And the informa- 
tion could be given from headquar- 
ters regardless of the claims made at 
the local church. 

But we will not discuss this ques- 
tion at length. It will be open for 
expression by the members of this 
honorable body at a later’ session. 
But in connection with this subject 
there is another that should be men- 
tioned and this might be termed, 


Identification. 


It is certainly important that a 
plan be inaugurated to better and 
more solidly identify the newly  or- 
ganized churches with the Assembly. 
The names of the members should 
not only be sent to head-quarters, 
but an application for recognition 
should also accompany the names,and 
the General Overseer should be vest- 
ed with the authority to accept or 
reject the application, and if for any 
eause he should entertain any doubt 
as to whether they should be identi- 
fied with the Assembly he should 
order an investigation. And when 
an application is accepted official rec- 
ognition should be given and official 
notification returned. This is ad- 
vised to prevent troubles and disor- 
ders similar to some we have met in 
the past. 

It is not the desire of the General 
Overseer to urge this plan to be a- 
dopted by the Assembly, but it is giv- 
en for your honest and prayerful 
consideration. If you think well of 
it and adopt it I believe it will prove 





at{}too much was said about them _be- 


fore any loving words were spoken 
to them, so when they were talked 
to they had become so discouraged 
that they did not talk very well to 
those who talked to them so they 
were at once taken up and exctuded 
with no efforts whatever to restore 
them wor love them back into their 
good experience. Some of these I 
have described are out of the Church 
to-day and no prospect of ever getting 
them back, and yet they know this 
is the right way and will go no oth- 
er way. I hope this kind of a drive 
will never be made again. (Great 
spirit of weeping over the congre- 
gation, General Overseer included.) 


I do not want our young people to 
be frivolous and gay and giddy and 
worldly and foolish. I am opposed to 
this, but neither do I want them 
discouraged and driven away  be- 
cause they sometimes seems too light 
and chaffy and keep company that 
may not be the best for them, and 
do not act as pious as I would like 
to see them. I do not like to have 
them accused of being backslidden 
tecause they do not testify every 
time there is a testimony service, 
or because they do not take part in 
the singing as usual. We do not know 
what trials they may be ening 
through, or what temptations are 
hounding their tracks. A few words 
of cheer—(Great spirit of weeping a- 
gain.) and a pleasant look and a lov- 
ing hand shake might help them to 
overcome and rise above the power 
of the enemy, when a few words of 
criticism or complaint to them might 
drive them away into: discouragement 
and despair until they really do fall 
back into sin and become reckless and 
ruined. 

Let us try to encourage our young 
people and help them and bear with 
them a little more, and when. they 
get a little older they will settle 
down and become good pious mem- 
bers. Preachers should not preach 
at them or pray at them if they do 


beneficial, but if not, the identifica- not sit up in front. every time. They 
tion can be acknowledged as it has had better preach the gospel and pray 





for them, and when the service is ovei 
go and shake hands with them and 
speak a few kind words to them and 
never mention about them sitting back 
but love them so good that they 
will see there is no scolding coming, 
and probably in the next service they 
will be ap in front again. 

You can’t drive young people, or 
older ones either, into being good. 
You can't make everybody measure 
up to. the standard you would mark 
out for them. We must remember 
that other people have a conscience 
and want to go to heaven as well as 
we do, and we should not be too 
hasty in passing judgment upon oth- 
ers when they do no act like we 
think they should. Yes, we must 
save our young people for the Church, 
and I believe we will. We have 
thousands of young people in the 
church and we want thousands more. 
We can often win the young people 
of a family when We can make no 
impression on the older ones. Many 
homes have been broken into and 
completely transformed because a 
son or a daughter has been saved, 
sanctified and filled with the Holy 
Ghost and carried the fire into the 
Lome. It is the young and tender 
twigs that bear the fruit, although 
these tender twigs have to be sup- 
ported and nourished by the trunk 
and large limbs and branches. Thus 
we who are older should gladly give 
our support and strength to the 
young people so that more souls may 
be saved. 


Our Children 


I have given some attention to our 
young people, and I do not feel that 
I should let this time pass without 
giving some attention to our chil- 
dren. It is of the utmost importance 
that we commence to train our chil- 
dren very early, in the ways and 
teachings of the Church. The future 
of the Church, if Jesus tarries, de- 
pends upon the children, and thus it 
largely depends upon us what 
it shall be, and we show our 
interest in the Church in proportion 
to the interest we take in training 
the children for the Church. 


The Sunday-school is a_ kindergar- 
ten and nursery of the Church.’ and 
every child whose parents are mem- 
Lers should be kept in Sundy-school 
1egularly. They should start so 
young that they will never remember 
the first time they were there. ‘rhis 
gives them one hour a week, and 
fifty-two hours a year, under the di- 
rect influence of Bible teaching and 
training. This is very small, but it 
is much better than nothing. at all. 
And I believe special steps should be 
taken to enroll every child of al! the 
parents who are members of the 
Church of God, besides as many oth- 
ers as possible. 

In order to assist in this special 
Grive it would be a long step toward 
the goal to take a census of our 
families and get the number in each 
family that attend Sunday-school and 
the number that do not. This plan 
would give us the necessary informa- 
tion for a foundation to work from. 
There should be some move made to 
create more interest in the training 
of the children for future usefulness, 
and I know of no better way to be- 
gin this great work than to first 
ascertain the number of children we! 
claim as our own that do not at- 
tend Sunday-school. And when this 
information is obtained a campaign 
should be started to get every one 
of them enrolled. I recommend that 
this Assembly take definite action in 
regard to this work and put it in 
charge of headquarters to work it 
through as rapidly as possible. 

I do not think we should stop with 
the Sunday-school as the only means 
of religious instruction and training, 
but if we put enough energy into 
this one thing for a whole year the 
benefits derived therefrom will be of 
untold value. It is acknowledged 
that protestants are far behind both 





Catholics and Jews in the religious 
training of their children. Catholic 
children receive every year two hun- 
dred hours a week. Jewish children 
receive every year 335 hours .of 
religious instructions, or one hour 
a day for eleven months in the 
year. Protestant children average 
one-half hour a week, or twenty-four 
hours a year. 


In 1916 the reported enrollment in 
Protestant Sunday schools was 21, 
888,521. In 1920, according to statis- 
tics, this total had shrunk to 15.617, 
060. There is something alarming in 
this shrinkage in four years, but 
it opens a wonderful opportua‘ty for 
the Church of God if we will make | 
our Sunday-schools interesting and ; 
full of life and _ spirituality. We 
should not only enroll our own chil- 
dren, and every one of them, but, 
should reach out by our Home Class ; 
work and otherwise gather in all we| 
can that do not attend Sunday-school 
any place. 

Another thing. worthy’ of attention 
is the importance of having efficient 
teachers for the children. Not only 
in Sunday-school is there great value 
set on efficient teachers, but suppose, 
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our government school boards should 
set aside one or two hours a week 
for the religious instruction of our 
own children, are we ready to take it 
up on short notice? A statement 
shows that the New York board of 
education voted to give a whole aft- 
ernoon a week for the religious in- 
struction of the children by the 
churches, each church taking charge 
of their own children. Protestants 
found themselves unprepared for such 
a task for want of competent teach- 
ers. Would we be in a similar dilem- 
ma if educational boards where our 
children attend school should vote 
the same thing? I am afraid we 
would. I appeal to our men ani wo- 
men to prepare themselves for e- 
mergencies like these. And, in fact, 
it should not be long until we can 
have our children in special religious 
training an hour or two a week be- 
sides the Sunday-school. 

Some one said, “America’s greatest 
peril is the spiritual neglect of child-’ 
hood. Distribution of over twenty- 
seven million children and youths, 
nominally Protestant, who are not en- 
rolled in Sunday-school and who re- 
ceive no formal or systematic re- 
ligious training. This is the seed of 
immorality, crime, social unrest and 
anarchy. Spiritual illiteracy is the 
forerunner of moral bankruptcy and 
national decay.” And I add with out 
any fear of successful contradiction, 
it is the forerunner of Church decay. 
We must arouse ourselves upon this 
subject and prepare to give our chil- 
dren more and better spiritual and 
religious instruction and _ training. 
We have the best thing in the world 
to put in their active little minds, 
and we must put it in or they will 
be filled with something else of less 
importance. 


The Spanish Speaking People 


Before I close 1 want to mention 
a subject that has been on my heart 
for two or three years. I refer to an 
opportunity to reach the Spanish 
speaking people who are constantly 
flowing into the United States. For 
a jong time I have started to prepare 
literature in the Spanish language 
and scatter it among them. Would to 
God some one who has the money 
would make it possible to add his 
to our printing plant. Some of our 
friends in the South-west have been 
urging us to print the Evangel in 
Spanish. This would be a great way 
to do foreign mission work at 
home. Thousands of the Mexi- 
cans are coming across the bor- 
der and settling in the Southwest 
and west, and this inflow wili 
continue as long as there is such 
unrest in Mexico as there has been 
for five years. Now is our time. We 
need to hurry up and get them saved 
and into the Church of God and when 
any of them go back to their native 
homes they will carry the burning 
gospel message home with them and 
spread it in their own country. It 
we had our paper, books and tracts 
printed in Spanish many of our peo- 
ple might be foreign missionaries and 
never learn the language. They could 
go amonz these people and give out 
our literature and this would lead to 
a harvest of souls sooner or later. 

I have thought of thrs plan for our 
foreign mission work among other 
nationalities. If any one wants to be 
a missionary to the Chinese he can 
find thousands upon thousands in 
China-town in New York City where 
they wear their native garb, have 
their long queues hanging down their 
backs. The same is true of the 
Japanese in the west, and almost ail 
other nationalities in the north and 
rorth-west. 

The plan I suggest is to get among 
these people, get them filled with the 
Holy Ghost and settled in the Church 
of God and let them go back to their 
native 'ang as missionaries to their 
cwn people. They can do more good 
with less expense than we can to 
send our own people. I believe the 
time has come for a transformation 
in foreign mission work. Missionaries 
en the field are constantly informing 
home folks that a native convert 
does much more good than the mis- 
sionaries themselves and at much less 
expense. God is sending foreigners 
into this country for a purpose. “hey 
are coming from every nation under 
heaven. This reads like Pentecost 
when it was said, at Jerusalem there 
were men out of every nation under 
heaven. How the gospel spread! Pe- 
ter was a Foreign Missionary that day 
as he preached that wonderful ser- 
mon to men out of every nation un- 
der heaven. The power fell, eight 
thousand were swept into the experi- 
ence under the influence of two ser- 
mons and multitudes went back to 
their native homes and carried the 
good news. No wonder Paul could 
say a little later on, “The gospel 
which ye have heard * * was preach- 
ed to every creature which is under 
heaven.” Get the foreigners that are 
in this country saved, sanctified and 
baptized with the Holy Ghost and 
fire, and in the Church of God, and 
they will go back to their native land 
at their own expense and spread the 
fire among their own people a thou- 
sand times faster than we could 
spread it if we were all to go and 
give our whole time in the service. 


Peter’s policy of Foreign Mission 
work, and commence it by the print- 
ed page in Spanish. I do not mean 
to discourage the work of mission- 
aries in foreign lands, neither do I 
wish to discourage those who may 
feel called to foreign countries to 
work, but I do believe. this policy 1! 
have named will more rapidly spread 
the gospel and evangelize the world 
under present conditions than the 
common practices of churches and 
missionary boards. 

It is for this Assembly to decide 
whether we shall begin this kind of 
work or not by arranging to publish 
the Evangel in Spanish and print 
other literature and scatter it among 
the millions of Spanish speaking peo- 
ple now in our land, and meet those 
who are constantly flowing in, with 
the warm gospel message as they 
come. We can do it if we will, just 
like we have done other things. 

We are noted for our perseverance, 
progression and determination. I have 
often said that it is not a matter of 
expense any more, it is getting the 
work done that Jesus has left us to 
do. I believe the money is made and 
waiting somewhere to equip our print- 
ing plant with sufficient machinery 
and help to run this double’ work. 
And I believe He has people already 
prepared to run with the literature 
and hurry it into the hands of our 
friends who know nothing but the 
Spanish language. 

You may say i am entnused. Yes, 
J am. In fact, I am enthused over 
any proposition that will hasten the 
gospel message along and build up the 
great Church of God, both with spir- 
itual power*fand numbers of members. 
I say, Hurrah for the Church of God! 
She musi go to all nations. How is 
a better way than to take advantage 
of the present inflow of foreigners? 
It looks hike we are so slow to go, that 
God is sending them to us, like He 
sent them to Jerusalem so Peter and 
the others could scatter the spiritual 
fire among them that burned its way 
into every nation under heaven. If we 
do not use this wonerful oppor- 
tunity of doing foreign mission work 
surely God will have reason to be- 
lieve we are not interested in saving 
the foreigners. But we ARE intereést- 
ed, and we are going to prove it, too! 
I know I have your approbation. I 
feel that you can scarcely hold your- 
selves down now. God is here! Yes, 
God is here! We will go forward with 
greater zeal than ever! We will push 
on in this great battle. The Church 
of God must be planted in every) 
nation! It must go into all the world | 
to fulfill its mission God intended. 


Government 





I deem it necessary to say something 
about government. Our people have 
made great strides toward the stand- 
ard laid down in the Bible. But it is 
good to keep before them the form 
of government we are under. It is 
natural for people to become neglect- 
ful of their duties so they occasion- 
ally need to be reminded of things 
they already know. Peter found this 
true in his day, and it is just as true 
to-day. 

I want it thoroughly instilled 
the minds of all the members that 
the Church of God is a_ theocratic 
form of government and not demo- 
cratic or monarchic. The difference 
between theocratic and monarchic is | 
that the single person that rutes in | 
theocratic government is God, and’ in 
the monarchic government the single | 
ruler is a man. 

We recognize Christ as the head of 
the Church and the supreme ruler. 
He speaks to us by His Word and by 
the Holy Ghost, and we settle all 
questions and disputes by the Word 
ot God and as it seems good to the 
Holy Ghost and us. 

In our searching of the Scriptures 
we have found James, the Lord’s 
brother, occupying the executive | 
chair under God, and the twelve! 
apostles of the Lord in submission to} 
him, and they recognized him as their 
superior :n governmental affairs. This 
same order is recognized by ancient 
history. And from ancient history we 
glean much valuable information that 
leads us to believe that under the 
apostles were others occupying sub- 
ordinate positions of trust and 
authority. All of these gleanings from | 
ancient history and what we get from | 
the Scriptures, both the Old and New 
Testament, lead us to the conclusion ' 
that the Church of God is theocratic | 
in government.

I wish to emphasize the mmportance 
of this work, and impress upon the 
minds of those in authority to see 
that this organization is put into good 
working order in every local Church, 
This is for the purpose of conserving 
the work, to keep track of all the 
members, to encourage and help the 
weak ani tempted, to attend to the 
wants of the sick and unfortunate, and 
look afcer their spiritual inter- 
ests. I feel that there are too many 
people excluded. We do not want to 
lose so many, and careful organized 
watchfulness and helpfulness wiil 
aoubtless prevent much of this loss 
of members. This is an organization 
for love and help, and not to catch 
up with them in their wrongs andé@ 
hawe them taken up in the church and 
excluded. lt is for the purpose of say- 
ing them, and helping them over hard 
places. With a good and thorough 
organization, and helpers and pastors 
full of love and sympathy, but very 
few will go so far in sin and wrong 
doings that they will have to be ex- 
cluded. Let us see how many we can 
keep in the Church instead of how 
many we can exclude. Jesus seemed 
glad to tell His Father He had only 
lost one in three-tyears. How many of 
you who are pastors will be glad to 
1eporit that you have lost no more 
than one next year, and even feel 
grieved and sorrowful because you 
lost that one? That is the spirit of 
Christ. 

What is the use of having govern- 
ment if we are not loyal to its laws? 
It was on account of the disloyalty: 
and disobedience of the captains over 
thousands and captains over hun- 
dreds that Moses was angry at chem 
on one occasion. And this caused him 
io give them some sharp orders. 
These officers refused to respect the 
counsel and orders of their superiors. 
And such as this will always have a 
demoralizing effect. Saul lost’ his 
kingdom fecause he refused to obey 
the instructions of his superior. These 
things are written for our admonition. 
And We are learning obedience and 
Joyalty so that we may have CGod’s 
epproval on our service for Him.
